It is upon a hazardous journey 
that the officers of the Intergovern- 
mental Committee on Refugees em- 
bark when they sail from unnamed 
Europe ports this week. 


To reach these shores, they have 
to dodge Nazi submarines and air 
fleets, and after they arrive they 
will be faced with as tangled and 
ticklish a problem as any group of 
statesmen would care to encounter. 
For it is an awful fact that there 
is no nation on earth, at the mo- 
ment, which will open its doors in 
humanity to the hundreds of thous- 
ands who have been driven from 
their homes and homelands, and 
who now finds this big earth too 
small to shelter them. 

This is the first problem of the 
officers of the committee—where is 
there one land where compassion 
and pity are not dead? 

The meeting in Washington will 
open October 16 eat the White 
House, and on that day, according 
to the plans of the State Depart- 
ment, President Roosevelt will ad- 
dress them. What he says will 
shape the destiny of this committee, 
and in turn of all the homeless of 
Europe.

Official military circles told the 
J. T. A. that recruiting of foreign 
legions was contrary to British 
army policy, particularly at a time 
when great reserves of British 
manpower were volunteering and 
the army was unable to make use 
of their services, 

The possibility is not excluded, 
however, that the British are pre- 
pared to consider the offer of a 
Jewish Legion at a later stage of 
the war, but the present policy ex- 
cludes religious or racial units, or 
foreign legions. As a staff officer 
explained, it is not British policy to 
“fight to the last Frenchman or 
Jew.” 

The position regarding Palestine | 
is somewhat different. The view | 
here is that it would not be advis- 
able to turn over defense of the 
country to a body composed of | 
Jews, since this would aggravate 
the Arabs and upset the local poli- 
tical position. The question of the 
use of Jewish volunteers in Pales- 
tine was described here as one for 
decision by the High Commissioner.

Says Rabbis Should Stick 
to Their Lasts 
To the Editor: 

Your article, “Newman Flays 
Rabbis’ Critics,” and your editorial 
note entitled “Big Job Dictating 
Over the Rabbinate” seem to con- 
fuse two rights—one the right to 
speak and the other the right to be 
a spokesman. 

There should be no objection to 
a rabbi, like any other person, 
speaking as an individual to ex- 
press his own views, The right to 
say what one believes should be a 
right inherent in all people, includ- 
ing rabbis. If rabbis would be 
speaking only as individuals, and it 
would be expressly understood that 
the rabbis speak only for them- 
selves, there would be no reason to 
dispute the privilege of the rabbis 
to say what they please, when they 
please, and as they please. 

However, through some self- 
assumed authority, the rabbinate 
has taken upon itself the authority 
to claim that the rabbis are the 
spokesmen of the Jewish people. 
This authority, to my knowledge, 
has never been granted and I know 
of no reason why the rabbinate, or 
any other group of persons in this 
country, has any authority to claim 
the right to represent itself as the 
mouthpiece of Israel. Let it be un- 
derstood that they speak for them- 
selves alone and the voice of the 
pulpit represents only the ideas of 
the individual, and then no quarrel 
could arise. 

It may be granted that in mat- 
ters strictly religious a rabbi can 
be the spokesman of his congrega- 
tion. However, the rabbinate now 
does not limit itself to matters 
spiritual alone but also considers 
itself the authority on all matters 
secular. The rabbi would lead one 


on politics, economics, sociology, 
psychology, and all other subjects 
which he wishes to discuss, and, 
like other styled religious leaders, 
discusses every other subject but 
his religion. He, in his effort to 
show himself to be a master of all 
knowledge, has failed to contribute 
that element of spiritual leadership 
which is so missing in the world to- 
day. The rabbi and the religious 
leader are considered to be infalli- 
ble and when they may be wrong, 
as they often are, their value as 
leaders is thereby greatly dimin- 
ished. In the congregation and in 
the outside world, the rabbi will 
find numerous individuals who sin- 
cerely disagree with the rabbi on 
political, economic and secular sub- 
jects and by his insistence on try- 
ing to force his views on those who 
disagree with him, he lowers him- 
self as a religious leader in the 
estimation of his people. 

To the rabbi I would say, “Shoe- 
maker stick to your last,’ know 
your place—be a religious leader, 
and do not attempt to solve all 
secular problems. Inspire your 
people with the elements of a true 
religious and moral spirit. Do not 
fear! When you have created in 
your people a proper conception of

Important truths may 
come as well from the mouth of the 
lowly cobbler as from that of the 
most learned scholar or representa- 
tive of your organization. He who 
has struggled with the problems of 
existence may have a better under- 
standing of life and appreciation of 
his God. No organization or its 
vigilante committee can guarantee 
that its actions and utterances at 
all times will be beyond reproach. 
If, perchance your so-called com- 
mittee may be wrong—your com- 
mittee is composed of human be- 
ings—being representative of the 
organization, its results will re- 
dound to the detriment of the en-

We were stired beyond 
comprehension. It is hard to accept 
gifts, even of the spiritual kind, 
but it makes us happy to feel such 
good-heartedness. We shall never 
forget it. 

We are slowly beginning to grow 
into the new life. We are now un- 
derstanding the language, customs 
and manners of this wonderful 
country, better and better, and 
some day we shall really have for- 
gotten all that lies behind us. 

Our thanks to the Jewish Foun- 
dation for all that is being done 
for us refugees, who all share the 
seme fate. We are still shy and 
fearful and we cannot yet laugh 
from the bottom of our hearts.

American Jewish Congress Referendum Should Have Been Held 


[‘ VIEW of the continued inability of the Uen- 

eral Jewish Council, after a full year, to take 
any .significant action, it must be conceded that 
American Jewry was betrayed when it allowed 
the “ins” in Jewish life to force the abindonment 
of the ill-fated referendum of the American Jewish 
Congress. 

When the success of the referendum of The 
Congress became evident, when the attempt to 
give to the Jewish masses of this nation the right 
to decide democratically the handling of its own 
problems was about to become a fact, those who 
have dominated the wishy-washy policies of U. S. 


Jewish leadership for years were able to persuade 
the Congress leaders to call off their election and 
referendum. This paper was guilty, too. 

The holding of the referendum possibly would 
not have brought about the milenium in Jewish 
life in the United States, its backers predicted, but 
definitely it would have given the Jewish masses 
a wedge with which to force action on the part of 
those hush-hush leaders, who, despite the present 
crisis and despite the insistent demand of all those 
Jewish groups which are articulate, continue to 
haggle over who shall be the head man and who 
shall get all the credit. 


What Is The Rabbi’s “Last’’? 


K. FRANKENSTEIN’S would-be aitempt te 

* remove the rabbinate from contact with the 
everyday world as indicated in his letter printed 
in “The Freedom of the Press” column in this 
issue deserves the very bitterest denunciation. 

Mr. Frankenstein would erase from Jewish his- 
tory the high ethical preachings of the prophets 
who in common terms lambasted the rich for their 
exploitation of the poor, who for the first time in 
Western civilization declared that the poor might 
have sunk to their low.economic estate not through 
any fault of their own, but possibly because of 
the economic stranglehold of the rich. 

To the thinking person these doctrines, preached 
by the Jewish prophets two thousand years ago, 
are not beyond the pale, as Mr. Frankenstein 
would put them. They are est*blished precepts 
agreed on in even the most reactionary circles, 
yet during all those two thousand years, persons 
have arisen who have said not only that these 
problems were not the problem of religion, but 
that the religious world should severly let alone 


all problems which fell within the province of the 
opusiness man, 

In Mr. Frankstein’s own city of Fort Wayne, 
Rabbi Charles Shulman of Glencoe, Iil., Sunday 
night told the Indiana-Kentucky Asscciation of 
B’nai B’rith convention that the first prerequisite 
for a moral world was the plentitude of bread. 
If a man is hungry, Rabbi Shulman, said, it can 
hardly be expected of him to bless the system 
under which he lives. 

A rabbi has every right to demand slum clear- 
ance, every right to ask for a living wage level, 
every right to demand equality of opportunity for 
rich and poor, every right to discuss every prob- 
lem which affects the welfare of the city, the 
country and world within which he lives. 

If it was religion for Amos and Micah and 
Isaiah to cry out against the servitude of the 
masses, then it is religion for the spiritual de- 
scendants of Amos and Micah and Isaiah to dis- 
play the same courage of these prophets who in 
attacking the kings and the rich endangered their 
own lives and livelihood in their own day. 


Current Comment 


Long Services Criticized By The Jewish Out- 
look of Pittsburgh.—Next year the holidays come 
much later in the season and we hope the weather 
will be cooler. But in spite of this, we cannot for- 
get the excessive heat and the long drawn out 
services which were typical of many synagogues 
this year. In most c2ses services began around 
7:30 a. m. and ended around 2:30 p. m. This sit- 
uation is due to poor timing and the vicious as- 
sumption that since most of the worshippers show 
up cnly two or three times a year, they might 
as well get a good “dose’—an assumption that 
probably explains why they show up so seldom. 

What really happens is, that instead of getting 
a good “dose,” many do not come until very late 
in the morning or spend a good deal of time 
standing in front of the synagogue smoking and 
exchanging stories. Those who get the “dose” are 
the sincere worshippers who spend six or seven 
hours in the synagogue torn between violatiag 
the law which forbids fasting on holidays and 
the law which siys that one should rot est in the 

There are three outstanding features of the 

morning until he has prayed. 
New Year service in the American synagogues— 
the sounding of the Shofer, the rabbi’s sermon and 
the Musaph or Additional Service where the can- 
tor and his choir take up the prayers of the day. 
But so much time is “wasted” during the less 
important Shachris or morning service that the 
rabbi is begrudged the time he consumes and the 
cantor and the choir face the alternative of taking 
their time or attempting to cut short a program 
that wes rehearsed for weeks in advance. 

Now what do we mean by such a harsh ex- 
pression as “wasted” time in a synagogue on New 
Year? We have in mind the first hovr when vir- 
tually few people are present and little progress 
is made in the prayers; we have in mind the at- 
tempts of untrained men to assume the role of 
cantors thereby repeating phrases and lengthen- 
ing the time of the prayer; we have in mind the 
auctioning of honors which uses up anywhere 
from a quarter of an hour to almost one-half 
hour; we have in mind the individuals who are 
called to the Torah and “bless” everyone in sight, 
delaying services because they cannot remember 
if Chashie is the daughter of Shmerel or Berel. 


The Reading of the Law thus becomes a long- 
drawn out process and decorum is destroyed in 
the bargain. 

These practices are unfair to everyone. They 
are unfzir to the worshipper, unfair to the rabbi 
and unfair to the cantor and his choir of young 
people. But more than this, they are harmful. 
They alienate worshippers; they spoil good will; 
they lead to practices which are against Jewish 
law. And most tragic of all, they could be avoided 
very easily.

Disunity of National Organizations Savors of 
Criminal Negligence, Dr. S. Margoshes Says in 
the “Day.”—The lack of a functional machinery 
and of a decision to act quickly and decisively was 
bad enough and resulted in considerable damage 
to the Jewish cause in the days of peace. It savors 
of the nature of criminal negligence in war-time. 
Today, when the House of Israel is on fire, we 
can no longer indulge in the luxury of having four 
separate fire-fighting squads, each under a sepa- 
rate command and each rushing in a different di- 
rection. It will no longer do to merely co-ordinate 
our efforts. We have to centralize them. Our en- 
emies have a unified high command. The Jews 
in America must have a unified high command of 
their own, if they are to ward off the attacks 
which are levelled against us and prevent the de- 
struction of European Jewry. Surely, if ever there 
was a moment requiring true Jewish unity, this is 
the moment. 

There is no question here of abolishing differ- 
ence of opinion in American Jewry. There is no 
issue here of regimentation. The phi'osophies of 
Jewish life, as represented by the four defense 
organizations, will continue as hitherto. What is 
involved is the consolidation or merger of four 
agencies into one great instrumentality which is 
to serve the one great and tragic necessity with 
which we are all confronted today, that of de- 
fending Jewish lives and rights wherever they are 
jeopardized. The American Jewish Congress has 
demonstrated by its own action that it is ready 
to subordinate its own organization to such a 
single instrumentality, expressive of the will of 
American Jewry. The other defense organizations 
cannot._and dare not do less.
